It was a matter of keen regret to me that I 
was unable to call upon you while I was in the Far East at 
the end of last year. Apart from the pleasure of meeting 
you personally, there were a number of questions relating 
to conditions of labour in Hong Kong, among them the 
position of the “mui tsai", which I should have liked to 
discuss with you. Unfortunately my programme had to be 
modified considerably by shipping arrangements and amongst 
other things it was made impossible for me to stay at 
Hong Kong. 

I regretted the more that I had not the 
opportunity of meeting you personally because, during my 
visit to Canton, the Chinese Seamen's Union had informed 
me of various alleged grievances of theirs regarding Hong 
Kong, and I had wished, if possible, to mention them to 
you in conversation. Of course, I had not intended to ask 


you to discuss these grievances with me in detail, unless 


» you yourself had desired it, as I should only have 


| mentioned them to you in a purely private capacity and not 


in any way as Director of the International Labour Office. 
Nevertheless, had you found it possible to give me some 

information on these matters, I should have been glad, in 
the interests of good feeling and good relationships with

the Chinese seamen, to have been in a position to explain 
the situation to then. 

If 1 am writing to you now about the same 
questions, it is because they were raised again, inter 
alia, in a resolution which the Chinese Workers’ Delegate 
Wished to move at the Yession of the International Labour 
Conference held in June last, but which was not handed in 
to the Conference “ecretariat in due time to be considered. 
The Chinese seamen will, however, no doubt wish to bring 
the resolution forward again at a subsequent Conference, 
and I am therefore suggesting to them that the paragraphs 
relating to their alleged grievances as regards Hong Kong 
should not be included and am informing them of my 
intention to write to you unofficially on the subject. 

The object of this letter is therefore to 
acquaint you with the questions raised by the Chinese 
Seamen's Union and to ask you to be good enough, if you 
see fit, to inform me of your views regarding then. 

The first of these matters is concerned with a 


strike of Chinese seamen at Hong Kong, which, I am informed, 


took place in 1922. It is stated that the strike was 


terminated on 8 March of that year following an agreement 
between the shipping companies and the seamen which 
provided that a sum of 300,000 Chinese dollars should be 
paid to the strikers as an wnemployment indemnity. As this 
sum could not be raised immediately, Sir Robert Hotung is 
said to have given surety for its eventual payment, and it 
was on the strength of this that the strike was terminated. 
Finally, the seamen state that, although seven years have 
passed since the strike, the shipping companies have not 
yet paid the agreed indemnity. 

The 





The second matter relates to the position of the 
Chinese Seamen's Union at Hong Kong. According to my 
snformants the branch of the Union in Hong Kong Was 
dissolved by the Hong Kong Government in 1927 as a part of 
the preventive action against communism then undertaken. 
No authorisation has since been given to re-open the 
branch. 

I have not myself made any enquiries with regard 
to these alleged grievances, and, as I have already said, 
T am not writing to you about them in an official capacity. 
Nevertheless, when the representatives of workers - and 
especially of workers such as the Chinese seamen, whose 
lowly situation and weak organisation make then particularly 


in need of protection and assistance - come to me with 


their troubles, I feel it a duty to do anything a public 


man can do by a personal letter. I am certain, therefore, 
that you will fully understand my motives in writing to 
you, and I very much hope that you will find it possible 

to give me such information conceming the questions at 
issue as will go far to remove the sense of grievance which 
is felt by the Chinese seamen.

In continuation of my secret despatch of 
27th of June, 1929, I have the honour to inform 
Your Lordship that the rumours mentioned in the 
first paragraph of that despatch have since been 
substantiated. By the end of June Generals Wong 
Shiu-hung and Pai Chung-hsi had taken refuge in 
Hanoi and their troops, in all about 20,000 men, had 
nominally submitted to General Yti Tsok-p'ak. This 

my is directly under the command of General Lui 
Wun-yim a former adherent of the Kwangsi clique. 

fa The situation in Kwangsi is by no means 

stabilised, for General Lui's forces still outnumber 
by two to one the combined armies of Yeung Tang-fal 
and Lei Ming-sui. Moreover, press reports state 
that Yunnan province has been invaded by a faction 
hostile to General Lung Ytin, who has hitherto 
controlled that province, and who was an adherent or 
the Nanking Government, while General Chau 5ai-shing, 
an active supporter of the Kwangsi party, has seized

the opportunity to retake Kweichow province from the 
Yunnanese. It is alleged that the Kwangsi leaders 
hope that, with the co-operation of Yunnan and 
Kweichow and the possible return of General Lui to 
their side, they may be able to renew the struggle. 

F The Eastern army, formerly under the 
command of General Tsui King-t'ong, is according to 
recent reports completely disarmed and scattered, 
with the exception of a small body of men, under the 
notorious bandit leader Yin Ha-kau, who were recently 
recruited into the regular army and have now returned 
to their old profession of banditry. 

de General Tsui King-t'ong is still in 
Hong Kong and I took the opportunity of & VISIT TO 
Hong Kong by General Chan Ming-sht to explain to him 
the position with regard to the Kwangsi Generals who 


took refuge in this Colony. General Chan Ming-shit, 


accompanied by General Chan Chai-t'ong, Commander in 


Chief of the Cantonese Army, Mr. Lam Wan-k oi, Mayor 
of Canton, and Mr. Chu Ch'ang-men of the Nanking 
Foreign Office, had come to Hong Kong ostensibly to 
persuade Tang Chak-yl, an old and highly respected 
member of the Kuomintang, now resident in Kowloon, tO 
accept the charge of the Bureau of Reconstruction 
(Public Works Department) at Canton. At their own 
request I invited them to call informally at 
Government House on July 16th and I attach a brief 


report of what was said on that occasion.

regarding the possible return to China of Mr. Wong 
Ts'ing-wai and his associates. Mr. Wong is, it is 
believed, still in France awaiting the preparation 
of the ground for his reappearance. His reputation 
as the spiritual heir of Dr. Sun Yat-sen, (whose 
femous Will he is thought to have written) and as a 
former head of the Central Executive Committee of 
the Kuomintang, will hardly permit him to reappear in 
any minor role; and it is questionable whether his 
henchmen possess now the influence necessary to 
secure for him the centre of the stage. At the 
moment his most active supporter is Mr. Chan Kung-pok, 
whose presence in Hong Kong has been rumoured, and 
who may perhaps be now on his way to this Colony. 

T attach some notes concerning the career of this 
man. 

6. The group of which Mr. Wong Tsing-wai is the 
head is known to the Chinese as the left Wing of the 
Kuomintang. In the early years of the Nationalist 
Movement it occupied a very prominent position, 
largely owing to the enthusiasm with which it adopted 
the cause of Communism. When that doctrine became 
discredited in China, the members of the Left Wing 
tried with little success to dissociate themselves 
from communism; for, though Mr. Wong Tsing-wai 
escaped with no worse than a vote of censure, 

Mr, Chan Kung-pok and Mr. Kom Nai-kwong were actually 


expelled 





expelled from the Kuomintang by a resolution of the 
Conference of the Party held in March 1929. 

is In South China in particular it is doubtful 
whether they will be able to regain a foothold for 


some time to come. The elements on which they 


relied for support in the past, the Labour Unions, 


the Hong Kong Strike Committee, the Peasants 
Organisations and the "Iron Army" of Cheung Fat-fui, 
are all deeply tainted with Communism and not merely 
doctrinaire Communism at that. Its fruits were 

the arson and massacre at Canton in December, 192/, 
and the still more bloodthirsty Soviet of the Hoi-Luk 
Fung districts. Ever since Marshal Li Chai-sun 
returned to power at Canton early in 1928, the 
Canton Government has prohibited the maintenance by 
Labour Unions of bodies of armed men and has attempted 
to restrict their activities to legitimate work in 
their own sphere. The anti-British Boycott 
Committee, with its armed and wniformed ‘pickets’ 

and its extra legal courts and gaols for infringers 
of the boycott, has been dissolved and many of its 
members executed or driven into hiding. Kven the 
milder ‘Society for the severence of economic 
relations with Japan’ has been dissolved and its 
private gaols Glosed. The remnants of the Peasants 
Organisation, established by Borodin and his adherents 
as the nucleus of a Red Army, have taken refuge in 
mountainous districts and are now indistinguishable 


from bandits proper. The ‘Iron Army' is still in 


being; but its excesses in December, 192/, are Stilt 


remembered. 
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remembered with terror in Canton and its return to 
Kwangtung would be most unwelcome. It is probable 
therefore, that the party of Mr. Wong Tsing-wai 
would have much difficulty in re-esteblishing itselt, 
at any rate in south China. 

Oe The position in North China is exceedingly 
obscure and a new crisis has developed in Northern 
Manchuria. 

9. With reference to paragraph 8 of my Secret 
despatch of 27th of June, 1929, I attach a 
translation of a Communist leaflet distributed in 
Hong Kong on this year's anniversary of the sha Kee 
incident of June 23rd, 1925.

1. His Excellency offered his congratulations on 
the cessation of civil war in Kuangtung and Kuangsi and 
the re=commencement of pacification work. 

how His Excellency said that he wished to explain 
to General Chan the position with regard to the Kwangsi 
Generals. He pointed out that it was doubtful whether 
we had the legal power to expel them. - He then asked 
gir Shou-son Chow to explain how the matter stood. 

Slr Shou-son said that he had not been able to 
learn their intentions before on account of the illness 
of ir. Kong Siu Lui. Accordingly as the matter was urgent 
he paid a personal visit first to General Tsui King Tong 
and. then to Marshal Li Tsung-jen. 

The former repaated his previous statement, 
but finally agreed to leave on two conditions (a) that 
he 
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he was given a passport and (b) that he was allowed to 
temain until his: wife had given birth to her child l.e.; 
two or three weeks longer. On these conditions he 
definitely agreed to leave. 

Wershal Li Tsung-jen would make no definite 
promise. 


General Chan Ming Shtt replied that he doubted 


his authority to issue passports to General Tsui who had 
Li : i 


been proscribed as outlaw by the Nanking Government. He 
undertook however to consider in confidence whether this 
difficulty could not be got over. 

The real danger to the Canton Government of these 
men's. presence in Hong Kong now lay in the fact that it 
created an atmosphere of uncertainty. Of the two li [sung- 
jen was the more dangerous at the moment. The forces of 
Tsui King Tong had been scattered and disarmed, though the 
remnant under Yim Ha-kau, an ex-brigand, who had been 
driven into Kiangsi, had managed to get back to Kwongtung. 

His Excellency promised that he would do his best 
to induce them to leave Hong Kong. He did not want then 
in the Colony. 

De The conversation then turned to the subject of 
the Kowloon-Canton Railway. His Excellency pointed out that 
the British Engines at present drawing the kxpress trains 
were not designed for the purpose and were being rapidly 
used up and that, unless proper arrangements were made 
shortlys the Express Service would come to an end. He 
urged the signature of the draft agreement providing tor 
the vurchase of engines by the Hong Kong Government. ar 
yehalf of the Chinese section. General Chan reolied that 
the affairs of the railway were on the hands of the Central 


Covernment. 
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fovernmment. He undertook to cable to the Minist 
Communications on the subject. 

4, Wr. Lam Man K'oi then raised the question of 
telephone communication between Hong Kong and Canton. 
His Excellency replied that the matter should be taken up 
with the Hong Kong Telephone Company, of whieh both 


Sir Shou-son Chow and Dr. Kotewall were directors.

Chan Kung Pok. 

Native of Yui Yuen District, Kwong Tung. 
Graduated in Peking University and then in a university 
in America. When he had graduated in Peking he became 
an adherent of the Communist leader Chan Tuk-sau and was 
gent back by him to Canton to establish the Kwan Po 
caper for Communist propaganda. Iater he became a 
friend of Kam Cheung one of the leading officials during 
the regime of Chan Kwing-ming in Canton. Through the 
medium of Kam he sugzested that the Government should 
establish a Labour Bureau and offered his services for 
the purpose. Chan Kwing-ming did not take up his 
proposal, and later he managed to persuade the Government 
to finance his studies in America. 

When he returned from America he went to see 
Chen Kwing-ming, but the latter did not. give him any 
important. post, and he went aver to Wong Tsing=wal. 
Then through the favour of Borodin and the support of the 
Communists, he became Commissioner of the Peasantry and 
Iabour Bureau; Birector of the General Political Bureau, 
member of the Central Executive Committee and Chairman of 
the Branch Political Council. 


Tater he went with Chiang Kai-shek on the 


expedition against Marshal Sun Chuan-fang and became 


Commissioner of Civil Administration in Kiang-si province. 
When war broke out between Hankow and Nanking, 

the Communists required him to return to Hankow, but he 

delayed his return upon various excuses. For this the 


Communists 





Communists were displeased with him and dismissed hin 


from their Party. 


He was very active again for some time, when 


the troops of Cheung Fat-fui were in Canton. 

He was struck off the list of the Kuomintang at 
the Jrd Conference held by the Party at Nanking in March 
tBLS.. year.
